*ent above the flO mark. The mar- 
ket on commoner kinds was also act- 
ve and somewhat stronger, with a 
fairly good demand. Receipts con- 
tinue large and are increasing right 
along. Many hogsheads from Rob 
ertson, Montgomery, and Stewart 
counties, Tenn., and Logan, Simpson. 
Warren, Todd, Trigg, Lyon. Cald 
well, Crittenden, Hopkins, Webster 
and Muhlenberg counties, Ky., have 
been received this week and much 
more will follow. The weather has 
been very cool for the season and the 
plants set have not yet made much 
headway, but a few warm days will 
start them off all right. While the 
cool weather lasts | tobacco will 
1 not order well, hence the full de- 
iry of the '94 crop will be retarded 
a few weeks. The loose market has 
been active all along, but there are 
no new features to report. 

Tbe Advance la Flonr.

Paul Jones' first command 
was a little sloop of war, the Provi- 
dence; and from a memorandum among 
his papers, in the handwriting of the 
secretary of the congress, we learn that 
his uniform was: "Hlue cloth with red 
lappels, slash cuffs, sland-up collar, 
flat yellow buttons, blue britches, red 
waistcoat with narrow lace." The uni- 
form for the junior oUicers was also 
prescribed, and all were commanded to 
wear "blue britches." The marine offi- 
cers, however, were to wear "britches 
edged with green, black gaiter and gar- 
ters. "

There was great confusion in the ta- 
bles of rank first adopted in the navy, 
and thence proceeded a grievance that 
Paul Jones never ceased to protest 
against bitterly, until in 1781, many 
years afterward, he became, by the 
unanimous election of congress, the 
ranking officer of the American navy. 
By the personal carelessness of Presi- 
dent Hancock, Paul Jones' original 
Commission as captain— the first com- 
i ' Ion "ranted under "the United 
SUtcs'— was lost. When a new one 
was given him, he. found, to his natural 
indignation, that thirteen of his juniors 
were ahead of him on the list of cap- 
tains. How infuriating this was to a 
man as greedy of distinction as Paul 
Jones, may be imagined. He always 
spelled rauk with a capital, and wrote 
of it as "Rank, which opens the door to 
Glory." He swore he would never serve 
wider any of the men thus unjustly 
given precedence of him.

Of course 
the or ginator of the story knew it to 
be untrue and it was done for the 
sole purpose of injuring me, the par- 
ties starting it well knowing that many 
people would hear it that I could 
never reach by denial or explanation. 
The fact is, I have never in my life 
entertained the slightest favor for the 
single standard. I have known, ever 
since I have been bid enough to se- 
riously consider the question, that 
neither of the metals exists in suffi 
cient quantities to answer the busi 
ness demands of the country and to 
strike down either of the metals would 
lessen by one-half the poorer or the 
tax-paying class to meet the just de 
mands against them; and as I belong 
to that class of fellow citizens I cer- 
tainly would not favor a scheme which 
I think would result in my c 
pression. I claim to be a bimetallist 
in every sense of the word, and were 
I in congress would certainly vote 
and use my influence towards the re- 
habilitation of silver. I would not 
even vote to change the present ra- 
tio of coinage, because if the ratio 
should be changed from 16 to 1, to 
17 to 1, or changed to any other ra- 
tio, that very act, of itself, would de- 
onetize and destroy every dollar of 
m $600,000,000 which we now have

or Kentucky.— Greeting. 
Beginning Sept/ 18th aud cent lining 
to Dec. 81st, there will be held in the 
city of Atlanta, Ga., an Expositio 
a plan similar to the World's Fh 
Chicago, and a Department especially 
for the exhibits of the C olored people 
lias hern set apart, and Boards ol 
Commissioners from each of the States 
south of the Ohio river have been ap 
pointed. The undersigned without 
any solicitation on their part huu 
been appointed to present this 
very important matter to our people 
and to take whatever steps may Ik 
necessary to collect such a set ol 
exhibits as shall reflect credit upon 
us as a State and as a race. A build- 
ing 112x276 ft., at a cost of $25,000, 
for the exhibits of the Colored people 
has been erected by the Expositioi 
.Company. The building has beei 
erected by Negro contractors whe 
employed Negro mechanics and the 
entire project from beginning to end 
was officered and manned by Negro 
brain, brawu and skill and is placed 
at pur disposal free of cost of any 
character, a privilege and courtesy 
extended to no other class of exhibi- 
tors; but the cast of collecting, trans- 
porting, installing and supervising 
the exhibits is to be provided for by 
the colored people of the several 
States. As Kentucky has always 
stood well up in the front, we cannot 
afford to lag behind in this important 
matter of displaying the result of our 
ingenuity and skill, hence the Com 
missioners would urgently request 
every man and woman of the race to 
assist them in securing a creditable 
exhibit from this State. This exhibi-
